tions has two upper decks for pas 
sengers, the cabins being nicely

The steamer Swan sailed Monday 
from Savannah and when it sailed it 
carried rather an unique cargo, the 
same being a small wagon circus, on 
its way to Florida. 
This is Selby's 
circus,

menagerie of the circus consis s of a 
lion, several monkeys and a number 
of ponies. 
Twenty persons make up 
the personnel 
of the show, which, 
with a number of ho ses and wagons, 
comprise .the outfit.
